Smoking of cigarettes leads to 
juvenile depravity, and I think if we could stop boys smok- 
ing, we would prevent the tendency which eventually leads 
them to the commission of offenses.”—J. J. Kelso, Super- 
intendent of Neglected and Dependent Children of the 
Province of Ontario.

If we fill our mind with evil 
thoughts, allow our tongue to run 
wild, allow our eyes to look on the bad 
instead of good, tell someone else 
about our brother’s offense instead of 
telling him, we will dam up the chan- 
nel from Christ to us, and will wither 
and die and have to be cut off from 
the Vine. 

A branch that brings forth evil fruit 
must be destroyed; but if we bring 
forth unto God, we will be purged 
that we might bring forth more plenti- 
fully. John 15. 

Jesus, in His parable of the wise 
servant, Luke 12, said,“and that serv- 
ant which knew his Lord’s will and 
prepared not himself, neither did ac- 
cording to his will, shall be beaten 
with many stripes.” 

He is speaking directly to the Church 
of today. There is no excuse for one 
of us to be ignorant of the will of 
Christ (I am speaking of Americans), 
for we have a land full of churches 
and a Bible may be had from any 
Protestant church for the asking

His Calli and Responsibilities

“Son of man, I have made thee a 
watchman unto the house of Israel; 
therefore hear the words of my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 
When I say unto the wicked, Thou 
shalt surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest to warn the 
wicked from his wicked way, to save 
his life; the same wicked man shalldie 
in his iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at your hand. Yet if thou warn 
the wicked, and he turn not from his 
wickedness, nor from his wicked way, 
he shall die in his iniquity; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul,” Ezek. 3:17-19. 

The ministry is a solemn trust en- 
joined by the Lord God of heaven. 
I think many trust it too lightly. Here 
God speaks to Ezekiel, pointing out the 
seriousness of his call. “I have made 
thee a watchman to the whole house of 
Israel.” The call of God is of God’s 
own choosing. Man does not seek out 
this sacred trust as a vocation or as 
life’s choice. Jesus said, ‘““Ye have not 
chosen me, but I have chosen you, that 
ye should go forth and bring fruit.” 
Note, “I have made thee a watchman; 
I have chosen you, I have ordained 
you.” Before this man of God stood 
the wicked of the earth. “Son of man 
warn them, give them the words from 
me.” This is something I am not able 
to explain, but the wisdom of Almighty 
God is bound up in this. 

God makes his own choice in plan- 
ning the advancement of His work. 
There is no legal escape from the call 
of God. Paul declared that “necessity 
is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me if 
I preach not the gospel.” “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ, for it 
is the power of God unto salvation to 


every one that believeth, to the Jew 
first and also to the Greek.” The re- 
sponsibility is great. Note the state- 


ment of Revelation, “For I testify unto’ 


every man that heareth the words of 
the prophecy of this book. If any man 


’ shall add unto these things, God shall 


add unto him the plagues that are 
written in this book: and if any man 
shall take away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book of life, 
and out of the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in this book,” 
Rev. 22:18,19. 

Tremendous responsibility rests with 
the ministry. As a general rule, the 
church is influenced by the standards 
of its ministry. Frankly, I feel that 
there is more involved in this than 
most of us realize. I must not fail of 
my responsibility. I must not fail the 
Church; I have a moral obligation 
there. “I am a debtor both to the 
Greeks and to the barbarians; both to 
the wise, and to the unwise”—in- 
debted to God first, then to the Church 
that placed confidence in me when 
it set me forth in the ministry. It 
is my solemn pledge to preach its 
doctrines, defend its practices, and 
promote its growth and progress. If 
my understanding is not twisted, I 
am as bound to my church covenant 
as Iam to my marriage vow.

e¢ N THE plea of keeping sectari- 
anism out of our publicschools, 
we are in danger of turning 
our schools over to the meanest of all 
sects, namely the secularists.”

tual enthronement of atheism in our 
public schools.

A Great Mistake—or a Victory? 

Judge A. Marshall Thompson, of 
Pittsburg, an authority on constitu- 
tional law, declared in an address be- 
fore a women’s club that this decision 
was the greatest mistake the high 
court has made in American history, 
and if carried out logically will mean 
the ruin of the public schools of 
America. 

On the other hand Christian leaders 
have hailed this decision as a victory 
in the fight against the encroachment 
of the Roman Catholic Church. They 
fear that if the schools be open to 
teaching the Bible, then the Roman 
Catholics will be free to teach their 
doctrine. 

Before the decision was made, the 
Journal of the National Education 
Association had the following note in 
their December issue: “Four Baptist 
groups—the Southeren Baptist Con- 
vention, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, the National Baptist Conven- 
tion, Inc., and the National Baptist 
Convention—are fighting religious in- 
struction in the schools. The groups’ 
brief, on file in the United States Su- 
preme Court, says: ‘However desirable 
may be the widespread teaching of 
religion to the children, it seems too 
plain for argument that the public 
school system, with compulsory edu- 
cation laws, cannot be used for that 
purpose.’” It was reported that the 
representatives shook hands with the 
atheist, saying that they were right 
with her on this issue. According to 
Baptist law, these representatives did 
not speak for the denomination offi- 
cially. To this extent the report gave 


a wrong impression. Many Baptist 
leaders would repudiate their position. 
In the April 15 issue of the Baptist 
Reflector, the journal of the Tennes- 
see Baptist Convention, Dr. Russell 
Bradley Jones, noted Baptist leader of 
Chattanooga, included the quotation 
from the New York Times with the 
heading, “America May Become God- 
less as the Russian Regime.” Dr. Jones 
quoted this evidently with approval, 
adding his own note, “We are in a bad 
way- in America.” The following is 
from the New York Times: 

“Secularism will get a ‘new lease on 
life’ and the future American state 
may become as godless as the Russian 
if the Supreme Court intends to bar 
all mention of religion in the public 
schools,” the Rev. Dr. Robert James 
McCracken said in his sermon at 
Riverside Church, Riverside Drive and 
122nd Street, New York City. 

Discussing the recent court decision 
banning religious instruction in 
public s@hool buildings, Dr. McCrack- 
en said that while the framers of the 
Constitution were vigorously opposed 
to sectarianism, “one wonders whether 
it was their intention to veto all men- 
tion of God and religion in the 
schools.” 

“In any event,” he added, “in an 
age when secularism—not commu- 
nism or fascism or any other ‘ism’—is 
Public Enemy No. 1, when the world 
needs nothing so much as a revival 
of religion and of faith in God, are 
the young people in our schools never 
to hear His name mentioned? How 
are they to find their way to a worthy 
philosophy of life? how are they to 
set up for themselves a true scale of 
values, if in principle and in substance 
their education is to be completely 
secular, that is, organized apart from 
God as though He did not exist?” 

It is evident that there is confusion 
among Christian groups, as well as

among justices of the Supreme Court, 
as to the meaning of the separation of 
church and state. This principle was 
never intended to mean the separa- 
tion of God from the state, nor the 
separation of religion from the state. 
But that very interpretation, an athe- 
istic interpretation, is the ominous 
shadow that is falling over public 
schools, and threatens to throttle the 
spiritual life and the moral standards 
of America. 

The arguments and the reasonings 
of the Supreme Court decision con- 
tained inconsistencies and fatal falla- 
cies. However, there is grave danger 
of making the decision worse than it 
is. Many might agree that the plan 
of released time followed in Cham- 
paign is not a wise one; but the ex- 
treme interpretation of the court’s 
decision is threatening the present 
program of Bible teaching and reli- 
gious training for millions of children. 

The Court’s decision was based on 
the contention that the American 
schools cannot support sectarian 
teaching or help propagate the faith 
of various religious groups. The opin- 
ion reads: 

“This is beyond all question a utili- 
zation of the tax-supported public 
school system to aid religious groups 
to spread their faith and it falls 
squarely under the ban of the First 
Ammendment.” 

Here let us remind ourselves of what 
is the statement concerning religion 
in the First Ammendment: “Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof.” 


The danger of Going too Far 

It should be obvious that if there is 
a plan for Bible teaching which is not 
sectarian, and which does not aid re- 
ligious groups to spread their faith, 
this decision does not interfere with 
it. The danger is that in the honest 
desire to do nothing contrary to the 
Supreme Court, school authorities will 
go beyond the decision.” 

A striking illustration of this is the 
sudden and drastic action which it 
precipitated in the South Carolina 
State Board of Education, that credit 
shall no longer be given for Bible 
Courses in high schools. It should be 
said that the Board had been con- 
sidering such action for several 
months, on the ground that it means 
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that the state will be in danger of 
controlling Bible teaching in the 
schools. The fact that this action out- 
raged the Christian conscience of 
South Carolina was vividly set forth 
in the resolution rushed through the 
State Senate. The text of the resolu- 
tion is as follows: 

“Whereas, the State Board of Edu- 
cation of South Carolina has an- 
nounced officially that credit will no 
longer be given to high-school stu- 
dents toward graduation from high 
schools of this state for courses in in- 
struction in the Bible and has further 
ordered that teachers’ certificates will 
no longer be issued to high-school 
teachers to teach Bible in the high 
schools of this state, and 

“Whereas, the fundamental prin- 
ciples of justice, law, Christian fellow- 
ship, logic and ethics, together with 
the Christian precepts and philosophy 
promulgated and expressed in the 
Bible have established our Bible as 
the greatest of all literary and reli- 
gious teachings, accepted universally 
by our Christian nation as the work 
of our Almighty God, the study and 
understanding of which is not only 
the means of salvation of the individ- 
ual but of the country, community, 
and the world as well; and 


“Whereas, in these years of turmoil, 
unrest, misunderstanding and strife, 
both domestic and international, the 
hope and assurance of peace can only 
be obtained by an intelligent Chris- 
tian approach to the complex prob- 
lems ahead by all people of our state 
and nation, and 

“Whereas, no course of instruction 
in the educational institutions of our 
state has ever been or ever will be, 


and certainly no training for our 
youth could be more imperative, than 
courses of instruction in the Holy 
Bible in the schools of South Carolina, 
now, therefore, 

“Be it resolved by the Senate of the 
State of South Carolina: 

“That the State Board of Education, 
be, and it is hereby directed to allow 
credit to high-school students toward 
graduation from high schools of this 
state for courses in instruction in the 
Bible; that teachers’ certificates be 
issued by said board to high-school 
teachers to teach Bible in high schools 
of this state. 

“Be it further resolved that the 
State Board of Education, is requested 
to immediately rescind its action and 
order whereby it discontinued the giv- 
ing of such credits and the issuing of 
such certificates.” 


The Governor's Statement 

The governor of South Carolina, 
who is ex-officio chairman of the 
Board of Education, published the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“T regret that duties in connection 
with the General Assembly prevented 
me from attending the last meeting 
of the State Board of Education. At 
that meeting, the Board decided that 
no credits should be given to students 
electing to take courses in the Bible 
in our public schools. 

“Had I been present, I should have 
opposed this action, because I believe 
it contrary to the best interests of 
our children, our schools, and our 


state. 
“Nothing is more important than 
the building of Christian character in

Christian people know that there 
has always been a world-wide need of 
the Bible that is never met. They 
know that vast areas, in Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America, especially, are en- 
tirely without Bibles. There are whole 
nations that have known the Bible 
for generations that are now without 
copies or the facilities for producing 
them. Even Great Britain, which for 
decades has taken the lead in produc- 
ing the Scriptures and _ distributing 
them on a missionary basis to every 
continent on earth, is, as a resultofthe 
war, possibly 5,000,000 Bibles and Testa- 
ments short in her own home islands.

our youth. The Bible instills character 
and is the basis of our civilization. 

“It is essential that our citizens of 
tomorrow shall be grounded in the 
ethical teachings of the Bible, if our 
state and nation are to continue to 
progress. 

“Any action which fails to create 
an incentive to our youth to study 
the Bible does an injustice not only 
to this generation but to generations 
yet unborn. 

“When children are given credits in 
our public schools for studying dead 
languages, ancient history, and the 
like, and denied credits for courses on 
the teachings of the Master, tnen I 
feel that we have reached a _ time 
when a general spiritual awakening 
is badly needed. It seems to me that 
those who do elect to study the Bible 
should receive credit on the same 
basis as they would for other subjects. 

“The issue involved is not one of re- 
quiring students to take courses in 
the Bible. The issue is simply whether 
or not the State will give credits for 
such courses, when a local board of 
trustees desires to make them avail- 
able to its students. 

“Every child should be encouraged 
to read the Bible. It creates a deeper 
appreciation of Christian civilization, 
and gives knowledge and understand- 
ing of the most beautiful language 
ever written. 

“Every well-educated person should 
know the Bible. Universal knowledge 
of the Bible and its vast store of wis- 
dom, history, literature, and moral 
principles will be a wholesome in- 
fluence in this era in which our world 
is swept by a wave of atheism, doubt, 
and discouragement. 

“At the meeting of the State Board 
of Education on Friday, I shall move 
tnat it reconsider its previous action 
to the end that credits for Bible in our 
schools shall be given.” 

The day after this statement was 
made by the governor, the Board of 
Education met. Every member was in 
favor of having the Bible in the public 
schools, and very much against the 
secularizing of our schools. However, 
some of them vigorously maintained 
that for the state to give credit would 
mean that the state would have to 
control the interpretation of the Bible. 
It was pointed out to them that the 
only control would be that the state 
would set the academic standards and 
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would see to it that the teaching was 
not sectarian. As a practical matter, 
this is safeguarded by the groups of 
citizens sponsoring the program and 
providing suitable teachers. On the 
motion of the governor, the Board 
of Education rescinded its action and 
voted to grant credits for courses in 
Bible. The action included the ap- 
pointment of a committee to bring 
in recommendations for the right pro- 
cedure. The action was not unani- 
mous, but by a majority vote. 


This view of the Bible in education, 
so vigorously set forth in the Senate 
resolution and in the governor’s state- 
ment, is not necessarily contradicted 
by the Supreme Court decision, if it 
be interpreted at its best. But the 
over-all effect of the decision, includ- 
ing the reasons that the justices give 
for their action, will be to discourage 
any form of Bible teaching in the 
public schools. However, if Christians 
are aroused out of their indifference 
to understand what is the law of our 
land regarding religion, and what is 
happening in the schools in direct 
defiance of that law, the Supreme 
Court decision may work out for athe- 
ism’s greatest defeat instead of athe- 
ism’s greatest victory, as it might 
appear today. 


What the Court’s Opinion Includes 
The Supreme Court’s official opin- 
ion includes the following statements: 


“The foregoing facts .. . show the 
use of tax-supported property for re- 
ligious instruction and the close co- 
operation between the school authori- 
ties and the religious council in pro- 
moting religious education. The 
operation of the state’s compulsory 
education system thus assists and is 
integrated with the program of re- 
ligious instruction carried on by sep- 
arate religious sects. Pupils compelled

by the law to go to school for secular 
education are released in part from 
the legal duty upon the condition that 
they attend the religious classes. This 
is beyond all question a utilization of 
the tax-established and tax supported 
public school system to aid religious 
groups to spread their faith. And it 
falls squarely under the ban of the 
First Ammendment...” 

“Here not only are the state’s tax- 
supported public school buildings used 
for the dissemination of religious doc- 
trines; the state also affords sectarian 
groups an invaluable aid in that it 
helps to provide pupils for their reli- 
gious classes through the use of the 
state’s compulsory public school ma- 
chinery. This is not a separation of 
church and state.” 

These opinions include the following 
points: 

1. Protestants, Catholics, and Jews 
are designated as “religious sects” 
and “sectarian groups.” 

2. Pupils go to the public school 
“for secular education.” 

3. The public school in co-operating 
with this religious teaching is being 
used “to aid religious groups to spread 
their faith.” 

4. Public school buildings should not 
be “used for the dissemination of re- 
ligious doctrines.” 

5. The school “affords sectarian 
groups invaluable aid in that it helps 
to provide pupils for their religious 
classes.” 

Postponing for the moment the dis- 
cussion of this particular plan of re- 
leased time in Champaign, let us note 
that these propositions of the Su- 
preme Court justices are, all of them, 
contrary to the right principles of the 
relation of church and state, govern- 
ment and God, the schools and the 
Bible, education and religion.

I will be courteous to any predeces- 
sor of mine when he returns to the 
field, and will be thoughtful of any 
retired minister. 

I will, upon my retirement from the 
active ministry, give my pastor loyal 
support. 

I will not gossip about other minis- 
ters. 

I will hold in sincere respect any 
minister whose work is well done, re- 
gardless of the size or the nature of 
the field he serves. 

I will consider all m’nisters my co- 
laborers in the work 9. Christ, and 
even though I may differ from them 
I will respect their Christian earnest- 
ness and sincerity. 

4. My Relationship to the Community 

I will strive to be human in all my 
relationship to the community, but 
will never lower my ideals in order to 
appear “a good fellow.” 

I will not be a party to funeral or 
marriage rackets. 

I will be considerate of the working 
hours of business and _ professional 
men and will not consume their time 
with unimportant matters. 

I consider that my first duty to my 
community is to be a conscientious 
pastor and leader of my own congre- 
gation, but I will not use this fact as 
an easy excuse to escape reasonable
